But even more than these, we 
honor him for the devotion, warmth, and interest he has 
had for us students and the inordinate amounts of time he 
gave to serving us.

There wasn’t enough help from the other positions though, 
and this allowed our opponents to move the ball with relative ease.

An overly ambitious Ed Markey invited 
powerful Niagara University to participate in this grand 
opening and although they trounced us, the evening was 
quite a success. - 

When the real season began a few days later, several fans 
travelled down to Middlebury with the hope of seeing 
Bobby Toner break into the 1,000 point club. Bobby didn’t 
quite make it that night, but he did come up with a last 
second basket to lift us to a one point victory. It was our 
first win of the year and before the final buzzer sounded we 
came up with 16 others, against 11 losses. 

We made the New England Regional Tournament for the 


second year in a row and with expectations as high as 


alcohol content, several hundred Michaelmen journeyed to 
Bentley College to take part in the proceedings. Hartford 
was our opponent in the opening game, and despite a 
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determined effort, we fell short down the stretch. Although 
the loss spoiled our dreams of Evansville, it did not wipe out 
the memory of a fine season. 

Not only did he set 
the all time St. Mike’s scoring record, but he went over the 
2,000 point mark; a feat accomplished by only a handful of 
college athletes.

But scoring is not what he will be remembered 
for most. It was his “fancy-dan” style of play. His exciting 
passes and impossible drives brought the fans to their feet 
on numerous occasions.
